Recognition 


T would be unreasonable to 

expect the British Gov- 
ernment to make any definite 
pronouncement at this stage 
on the queation of the nad- 
mission of Communist China 
into the United Nations. 
Howover the possibility 
must not be ruled out that 
Britain has made some 
decision which depends on 
Communist China fulfilling 
certain basic conditions, 
notably that = it intends 
henceforth to live In peace 
and harmony with its 
nelghbours and the world 
wt large, This is the first 
und most important con- 
sideration and ample proof 
of this intention will not 
be apparent until the Indo- 
China conflict has been re- 
solved at the negotiation 
tables of Geneva. Com- 
muniat China, therefore, 
has n good opportunity to 
demonatrate any peaceful 
intentions immediately and, 
to take up an old and worn 
catch-cry, the Weatern 
world wants deeds not 
words to convince it. 
Britain'’a desire to see 
Communist China repre- 
rented in the United 
Nationa springs not merely 
from the need to increase 
trade with China (although 
thin ja an important con- 


sideration. Britain believes 
that the United Nationa will 
not be fully representative 
of the peoples of the world 
until it includes the govern- 
ment of mainland China 
today. Thia was undoubted- 
ly behind the guarded 
reticence of Mr Selwyn 
Lloyd’n week-end statement 
that “the worae your rela- 
tions with another Govern- 
ment, the more necessary 
it {s to haye normal dipla- 
matic methods of com- 
munication with it which 
follow upon recognition.” 
Bir Winston Churchill also 
made it abundantly clear 
that Britain wants to live 
in peaceful co-existence 
with the Communist world. 
And thia is essential if 
world tension is to be 


reduced, 

iw appears that Sir Winaton 
Churchill gave Mr Elsen- 
hower some {dea of the 
British Government’s views 
on Communist China in the 
recent high-level talks in 
Washington. The _ state- 
ments of Mr Nixon and 
Senator Knowland on this 
question affirming 
Auerica’s opposition to the 
admission of Communist 
China into the United 
Nations—suggest there was 
ao “leakage” from the con- 
ference.

KENYATTA’S COUNSEL 


IN CLASH 
WITH LORD GODDARD 


London, July 6. 


Mr D, N. Pritt, Defending Counsel, today 
clashed with Lord Goddard, the Lord Chief Justice, 


when Jomo Kenyatta 


and four other Africans 


asked the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
for special leave to appeal against Mau Mau con- 


victions in Kenya. =} 


The five petitioners were convicted at Kapenguria in 
April last year of being involved in the management of 


an “unlawful society known 


Kenyatta was 
managing Maou Mau snd the 
ether four—Fred Kubai, Biload 
M. Kaggta, Paul Ngei and Kungu 
Karumba—of assisting in the 
management. 


Their appeals to the Supreme 
Court of Kenya were dismissed 
last January. 


Mr Pritt, who conducted the 
dofence of the Africans in thetr 
four-month trial, was involved 
in an interchange with Lord 
Goddard soon after he began 
the presentation of his case. 


Mr Pritt asserted that in 
Kenyatta’s case, there was very 
little evidence of membership 
of Mau Mau after it was pro- 
seribed in August, 1950. 


BRASS TACKS 


He declared that the proposl- 
tion that man could be proved to 
have committed the offence of 
being a member of an unlawful 
society by evidence that he was 
a member when it was lawful 
and long before the date given 
in the charge must be wrong. 


Lord Goddard sald; “Let“us 
get down to.drasy tacks. The 
question {fs whether he was 
taking part in the management 
of a proscribed society. It is 
relevant evidence that somo 
months before the society was 
proscribed, he ‘was actually 
initiating members into tt,” 

Mr Pritt replied: “I should 
have thought that was the most 
untenable proposition I have 
ever heard from your lordship.” 

During ‘his specch, Mr’ Pritt 
made frequent reference to 
passages in a 66-page petition 
presented by the five Africans, 

Ho commented: “I am so did 
foshioned that.{ belleve in the 
prosecution: proving their case."

New Delhi, July 6.. 


The Prime Minister of India, Mr Nehra, said 
today he believed the statements issued in Delhi 
and Rangoon after the visit of the Chinese Pre- 
mier, Chou En-lai, indicated a “certain historic 
change in the relationships of forces in Asia.”. 

In a letter written to Pradesh (provincial) 


Congress comniittee, Mr 


Nehru, who is also the 


Congress President, added, “It is not these state- 
ments that have made any change in these relation- 
ships. The statements have only given expression 
to something that has been happening for some- 


time, something that is giving 


own in world affairs. 


‘Im the past, for a few 
hundred years, Asia's prob- 
lems were decided! chiefly 
outside Asia. 

“That tendency persista still, 
But it Is increasingly recognised 
that it will not be possible in 
the future to ignore what the 
countries of Asin think about 
themstives or their neighbours,” 

Mr Nehru said the statements 
were “In line with the spirit of 
the time and represented the 
conscious and = subconscious 
urges of our people. They 
are the natural development of 
our forelgn policy.” 


NO INTERFERENCE 


Stating that there were two 
major forces In the world fear- 
ing cach other, Mr Nehru said, 
people in India and many other 
countries in Asia believed that 
peaceful co-existence was possl- 
ble “provided it was dlearly 
understood that one country 
must not interfore with another 
and try to itself or its 
ldcologies, tical or economic, 
on another. The Importance of 
feomrt statements made on be- 
halt of Indlo, China and Burma 
es in amphesis on this ap- 
proach. 

. "We do not accept Com- 
munist philosophy ough we 

inly accept the idoa of 
equality, of ending of exploita- 
tian of human beings ond of 
raising the under-prlytloged, Mr 
Nehru raid. 

“Wo don't agree with some of 
the policies of the United States 
and do not fully appreciate many 
things that America stands for 


iy. 

“Whether we agree or disagree 
with any of these countries we 
do mot sce why we should not 
be friendly with them and co 
operate with them in such 
mensure as Js possible but always 
retaining our own Individuality 
as a nation and holding to our 
own ideals.” 


CHANGE FOR BETTER 

If today the great countrles 
declare their adherence to a 
policy of non-interference with 
other countrics, it was obvious 
that an immediate change fer 
the better would take placo in 
the world, Mr Nehru, sald. 

On acceptance of foreign ald, 
Mr Nehru said: “We in India 
tave been, criticised sometimes 
for accepting ald for our do- 
velopmental programme, from 
the United States whet we do 
not always -agree. with’. thelr 

icy. ‘There may be something 

that criticism and it is true 
that no country which relies 
greatly on ald from outside can 
self-rella ' 

“But aid taken im a Umited 
measure and, with frank under- 
standing of cach other's positlon 
is not dishonournble to either. 

“I¢ the United States chooses 
not to aid India, we shall have 
and can have no complaint and 
we continue to be friendly to 
them." :

DEAD 


Well-known Tutor 
Of Cantonese 


Mr S. K. Lee, well-known 
tutor of Cantonese, who had 
been giving a series of 
lessons over Radio Hongkong, 
died carly ¢his morning at St 
Francis Hospttal. 


Mr Lee is survived by his 
wife, three rons and four 
daughters, all living in the 
Colony. He also has two sisters 
and ao brother, 


Born in 1903 in Bok Lo, 
Kwangtung Province, Mr Lee 
was educated In his home town, 
and became a teacher, He mado 
a mumber of trips to Hongkong 
on ught in various of 
China, parts 


In 1945, Just after the war, 


Mr Lee and ‘his family moved 
o Hongkong. permanently, In 
addition to his broadcast lessohs, 
he had been giving'privdte tul- 
tlon in’ Chinese dintects, es- 
pecially in Cantonese, 


The funeral will tako place 
tomorrow afternoon. The cortege 
wil feave the International 
Funeral Parlour at 2 p.m., and 
the interment will be at the 

OSC hristion Cemetery, 
Pokfulam. 


The current serles of Cantonese 
Lessons has already been re- 
corded by the late Mr Lee and 
his assistants and the broadcasts 
will be resumed next Monday. 


On Friday ot 6.15 Pim, Instead 
of broadcasting 45, 
Radio Hongkong will tribute 
to Mc Lee in a drief talk by. Mr 
D. C, Bray, who has collaborated 
with Mr Lee in his series of 
lessons.

In polnt of fact, tho Chinese 
Charge d'Afisires who would 
ac! an ao terim 
would negotiate with ine Gay 
tush Government the establish. 
ment of proper diplomatic ro- 
lations, in other words, for on 
exchango of ambassadors, os the 
British Charge d’Affalres hog 
been doing with the Chinese 
atghorities in Peking for the 
post four years, 

RN MEN HELD 

At the same time, the Chinese 
Communist outhorities have not 
yet released the nine British 
naval personnel arrestéd on 
June 1 while they’ were on a 
pleasure cruise off Hongkong. 

This fact remains despite 
assurances given by Premier 
Chou En-lai to both Mr Eden 
at Geneva and to the British 
Charge d’Affoires at Peking, - 

Besides, though exit visas have 
been granted to a number of 
British citizens iving in Com- 
tunist China this step has not . 
been followed by other expected 
concessions to British companies 
established in China do liquidate 
ther oascts under relatively 
favourable conditions, 

Some observers here belleve 
that the friendly policy shown 
by Mr Chou En-lai at Geneva 
might only reflect ¢he opinion of 
a section of Idaders of the 
Chinese Communist. Government,
